ACTIVE  CHAPTER  VERSUS  ALUMNI. 

Your  attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  this  article  has  been  submitted  by  an  active  member  of  the 
FraternitF. — Editor. 

Probably  the  greatest  problems  confronting  the  National  Greek 
Letter  Fraternity  to-day  is  how  to  create  and  stimulate  the  inter- 
est of  the  Alumni  in  the  Fraternity.  Fraternity  leaders  are  fast 
awakening  to  a  realization  of  the  fact  that  there  exists  a  deplorable 
lack  of  interest  on  the  part  of  nine-tenths  of  the  Alumni  member- 
ship. Realizing  this  and  knowing  that  upon  the  loyalty  of  the 
Alumnus  depends,  to  a  great  extent,  the  success,  if  not  the  life,  of 
the  organization,  the  question  is  constantly  coming  up,  "How  are  we 
to  hold  our  members  after  they  have  passed  from  active  member- 
ship?" 

One  opinion  is  that  the  solution  of  the  problem  lies  more  with 
the  Sub-Chapter  than  with  the  Grand  Chapter.  The  Chapter  that 
fails  to  keep  closely  in  touch  wdth  its  graduate  members  will  soon 
find  itself  weakened  by  the  loss  of  its  greatest  asset,  and  instead 
of  being  a  strong  unit  in  a  great  organization,  broadening  the  minds 
of  its  members  and  expanding  its  scope  of  usefulness,  the  tendency 
wall  be  to  become  narrow,  self-centered,  weak;    while  on  the  other 
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hand,  the  Chapter  that  takes  advantage  of  every  opportunity  to 
cement  more  firmly  the  ties  that  bind  the  Almimus  to  the  Chapter 
will  grow  constantly  stronger,  will  instill  in  its  members  broader 
views  of  fraternalism,  and  will  thus  become  a  more  potent  factor  for 
good.  The  power  of  a  Greek  Letter  Fraternity,  like  that  of  every 
other  organization,  is  measured  by  the  strength  and  loyalty  of  the 
individual  members.  What  is  the  cause  of  this  seeming  lack  of  in- 
terest, for  we  hope  and  believe  it  to  be  more  seeming  than  real,  and 
how  is  the  interest  of  the  Alumnus  to  be  quickened? 

In  answer  to  the  first  question  there  are  two  causes:  (1)  There 
is  a  tendency  on  the  part  of  the  active  to  look  on  the  Alumnus  as  a 
mere  source  of  revenue,  whose  business  it  is  to  contribute  to  the 
annual  banquet  and  to  everything  else  that  comes  along.  He  is  looked 
upon  more  as  a  contributor  than  as  an  older  brother.  (2)  Some  of 
the  Alumni  have  the  erroneous  idea  that  the  fraternity  is  a  mere 
social  club  for  college  boys  in  their  fight  for  recognition  and  suc- 
cess in  college  politics,  and  when  he  enters  the  business  or  profes- 
sional world  he  looks  back  on  his  fraternity  life  merely  as  a  pleasant 
part  of  his  college  days,  and  not  knowing  personally  the  men  who 
make  up  the  active  chapter  he  gradually  loses  interest  and  to  him 
the  fraternity  comes  to  exist  only  in  memory. 

These  ideas  should  be  eradicated.  The  Fraternity  is  a  social 
club  for  college  boys,  and  in  its  incipiency  this  is  probably  all  the 
American  College  Fraternity  was  intended  to  be,  but  to-day  condi- 
tions have  changed,  and  the  Fraternity  is  vastly  more — it  is  an  or- 
ganization of  college  boys  and  of  college  graduates-  And  the  gradu- 
ate who  can  see  the  Fraternity  from  both  viewpoints  has  a  far  greater 
opportunity  for  advancing  the  interests  of  the  fraternity  than  has 
the  active  member.  The  Fraternity  should  be  an  active  force  in  the 
life  of  every  Alumnus,  and  every  Alumnus  an  active  force  in  the 
life  of  the  Fraternity,  and  when  this  ideal  has  been  reached  the  irre- 
sistible momentum  of  such  a  great  united  body  will  set  new  and 
higher  standards  for  the  Greek  world. 

These  false  ideas  would  soon  be  shattered  if  there  was  a  wide- 
awake Alumni  Chapter  with  which  the  Alumnus  could  affiliate  as 
soon  as  he  passes  from  active  membership.  The  active  Chapter 
should  see  to  it  that  such  Chapters  are  formed  in  every  town  where

there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  Alumni,  and  once  formed,  it  should 
be  the  duty  of  the  active  Chapter  to  keep  in  close  touch  with  the 
Secretary  of  every  Alumni  organization,  advising  him  when  they 
know  of  brothers  who  locate  within  reach  of  the  Alumni  Chapter 
and  sending  from  time  to  time,  bits  of  interesting  news  about  the 
Fraternity.  Not  only  should  this  be  done,  but  every  active  Chapter 
should  have  a  standing  committee  whose  business  it  should  be  to  send 
a  letter  at  least  yearly  to  each  of  its  old  men,  telling  them  of  what 
the  Chapter  is  doing,  assuring  them  of  the  esteem  in  which  they 
are  held,  inviting  them  to  write  or  visit  the  Chapter  when  they 
can,  and,  above  all,  let  this  letter  be  free  from  appeal  for  money. 
If  you  must  ask  for  money,  do  it  at  another  time.  Frequent  re- 
quests for  linancial  help  will  quickly  throw  a  damper  over  the 
ardor  of  the  most  enthusiastic  and  loyal  Alumnus. 

Emerson  said  that  every  great  and  commanding  achievement  in 
the  annals  of  history  was  a  triumph  of  enthusiasm.  Brothers,  en- 
thusiasm among  the  Alumni  as  well  as  the  active  members  of  a 
Fraternity  is  the  keynote  of  its  success.  Let  us  pull  together — 
whooping  up  enthusiasm  and  love  for  our  Fraternity — all  work- 
ing to  a  common  end — the  everlasting  glory  and  supremacy  of  the 
Purple  and  Red. 

Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  is  now  entering  on  its  second  decade.  Its 
growth,  while  healthy,  has  been  nothing  short  of  marvelous;  but  we 
are  still  small  enough  and  still  young  enough  to  bind  every  Alumnus 
to  the  Fraternity,  and  thus  avoid  the  mistakes  made  by  some  of  the 
older  Fraternities  in  letting  the  great  chasm  of  indifference  come  be- 
tween the  Chapter  and  its  Alumni.  It  is  to  l^e  earnestly  hoped  that 
the  Active  Chapters  will  at  once  take  up  the  task  of  getting  every 
Alumnus  affiliated  with  some  Alumni  Chapter,  and  of  keeping  them 
so  close  to  the  Fraternity  that  in  the  cycle  of  years  to  come  the 
tribe  of  Sigma  Phi   Epsilons  may  be  known  as  the  most  loyal   of 

all  the  Greeks!

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NEW  PLEDGING  RULES  AT  N.  C.  COLLEGE 

c/1.  CEi  M. 


We,  the  undersigned  representatives  of  the  Greek  Letter  Fraterni- 
ties, at  the  North  Carolina  College  of  Agriculture  and  Mechanic 
Arts,  do  hereby  agree  upon  the  following  rules  regarding  the  eligibility 
and  initiation  of  Fraternity  men  in  this  college.  We  submit  these 
rules  for  the  Faculty's  approval,  and  respectfully  ask  their  co- 
operation in  their  enforcement. 

Section  1. 

Rule  1.  No  student  shall  be  eligible  to  membership  in  a  fraternity 
unless  he  is  a  member  of  one  of  the  four  collegiate  classes.  In  addi- 
tion, no  freshman  will  be  admitted  to  a  fraternity  if  he  has  more 
than  one  condition  on  his  first  term's  work. 

Rule  2.  Members  of  the  Sophomore,  Junior  or  Senior  Class,  who 
obtain  their  class  rank  in  this  college,  are  eligible  for  membership 
at  any  time,  provided  they  have  not  more  than  one  condition  in  the 
first  term  of  their  freshman  year. 

Rule  3.  Men  entering  the  Sophomore,  Junior  or  Senior  class  ex- 
amination or  by  credits  from  other  colleges  shall  not  be  approached 
on  fraternity  admission,  pledged  or  initiated  for  sixty  days  after 
their  registration. 

Rule  4.  Any  post-graduate  student  may  be  approached  on  frater- 
nity admission  and  shall  be  eligible  to  initiation  any  time  after  thirty 
days  from  the  date  of  his  registration. 

Section  2. 

Rule  1.  No  freshman  shall  be  pledged  to  a  fraternity  until  7  P.  M. 
of  the  first  day  of  the  second  month  of  the  freshman's  second  term. 

Rule  2.  No  freshman  shall  be  approached  in  any  way  on  frater- 
nity admission  until  12  (twelve)  noon  on  the  first  day  of  the  second 
month  of  freshman's  second  term,  and  then  only  by  written  invitation 
on  form  adopted  by  the  Pan  Hellenic  Council. 

Rule  3.  No  fraternity  man  except  the  committee  of  two  selected  by 
each  fraternitv  shall  be  allowed  with  anv  freshman  between  the  hours 
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of  twelve  noon  and  7  P.  M.  on  the  first  day  of  the  second  month 
of  the  freshman's  second  term,  and  this  committee  be  allowed  with 
any  freshman  not  over  two  minutes. 

Rule  4.  No  freshman  shall  be  approached  on  fraternity  matters 
or  pledged  to  a  fraternity  off  the  college  campus  on  or  before  Feb- 
juary  1st. 

Rule  5.  The  campus  includes  from  the,  rear  of  the  new  dormitory 
to  the  Hospital  road,  and  from  the  Seaboard  track  to  the  Hillsboro 
Toad. 

Rule  6.  The  pledge  button  shall  be  honored  and  shall  be  worn 
on  the  lapel  of  the  candidate's  coat  for  36  (thirty-six)  hours  after 
he  has  been  pledged. 

Rule  7.  No  fraternity  man  shall  be  allowed  off  the  college  campus 
between  the  hours  of  7  P.  M.  and  IIP.  M.  on  the  night  of  the  first 
day  of  the  second  month  of  the  second  term  of  school. 

Section  3. 

Rule  1.  Any  violation  of  these  rules  shall  be  reported  by  any 
official  representative  of  the  fraternities  who  may  become  aware  of 
such  violation,  and  if  the  faculty  on  investigation  finds  that  such 
violation  has  taken  place,  then  the  fraternity  guilty  of  the  violation 
will  be  suspended  by  the  faculty  for  the  remainder  of  the  year,  and 
such   suspension  be  reported  to   fraternity  headquarters. 

Rule  2.  A  copy  of  these  rules  shall  be  required  to  be  kept  by  each 
fraternity,  and  one  copy  shall  be  kept  on  file  in  the  president's  office. 

Section  4. 
Rule   1.    These  rules  are  subject  to  change  at  any  time  on  the 
approval  of  the  faculty  and  by  a  unanimous  vote  of  the  Pan  Hellenic 
Council.

Brother  Bliss  has  had  the  misfortune  to  suffer  a  nervous  break- 
down. Just  now  he  is  fighting  valiantly  to  keep  off  brain  fever. 
He  has  had  to  leave  college. 

We  lose  at  the  end  of  this  semester  Brothers  Cady  and  Tunks. 
They  expect  to  keep  constantly  in  touch  with  the  active  chapter. 

Inter-collegiate  wrestling  begins  soon.  Our  own  Brother  Ruby, 
who  won  the  western  championship  at  Chicago  last  spring,  is  ex- 
pected to  hold  his  own  in  the  light-weight  class  again  this  year. 

We  are  looking  forward  with  a  great  deal  of  pleasure  to  the  visit 
we  are  to  receive  from  Brother  and  Mrs.  W.  L.  Phillips  in  March  as 
they  return  from  installing  the  chapter  at  Washington  State  College, 
which  is  to  take  from  us  the  rank  of  the  baby  among  the  chapters.

Samuel  Knox  Phillips 
Are  You  an  Aviator  ?     Please  Read  This ! 

Are  you  interested  in  the  ships  that  sail  the  ether  waves;  that 
climb  the  eagle's  heights;  that  thrill  the  soul  with  their  new  and 
startling  feats?  If  you  are,  read  every  line  of  what  we  are  about 
to  say,  because  unless  you  do,  you'll  be  sure  to  miss  the  full  benefit 
of  the  startling  news  we  are  going  to  tell. 

Kappa  Alpha  Theta  in  her  January  publication  gives  some  in- 
teresting facts  as  follows: 

Chapter  correspondents  are  plainly  notified  in  the  pages  of  every 
Kappa  Alpha  Theta,  that  letters  for  the  January  issue  are  to  be  in 
the  editor's  hands  by  December  1st. 

On  December  15th  the  editor  telegraphed  for  nine  letters.  It 
took  those  nine  till  December  20th  to  reach  the  editor,  and  as  a 
consequence  everything  was  late  from  the  chapter  to  the  post-office 
department. 

And  right  here  a  little  story  fits  in. 

One  day  this  past  August  an  old  colored  man  named  Hanks  and 
two  white  men  were  waiting  for  the  Southern  accommodation  train 
at  a  little  flag  station  called  Gela  in  North  Carolina.     The  heat  was 

intense,   so  much   so,   that  one  of  the  men.   Colonel  , 

said  to  dusky  Hanks,  "Hanks  you  stay  here  and  flag  the  train  for 
us  and  we'll  go  over  here  and  rest  in  the  shade  of  these  pines." 

To  these  words  Hanks  replied,  "Colonel,  I'd  do  anything  in  de 
wurl  fur  yo  dat  you  ask  me,  'cept  flag  dat  train;  but  I  can't  do  dat, 
sir;  no,  sir!  Lass  week  I  flagged  de  mail  and  asked  de  Cap'n  was 
my  ant  on,  an'  he  kicked  me  all  over  dis  field,  sir,  'deed  he  did!" 

Do  you  see  the  point,  reader?  If  you  have  a  Chapter  correspendent 
who  has  been  in  the  habit  of  "stopping  the  mail,"  remember  how 
black  Hanks  was  broken. 

One  of  the  hardest  trials  of  a  fraternity  editor  is  to  "dun"  your 
chapter  for  its  letter.  Get  it  in  on  time,  and  require  your  corres- 
pondent to  make  a  written  report  to  the  chapter  that  he  has  sent 
that  letter  at  the  proper  time. 
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Now  you  want  to  know  where  the  aeroplane  news  comes  in,  eh? 
Well  right  here.  When  that  letter  is  late  Brother  W.  L.  (Billy) 
Phillips  "goes  straight  up  in  the  air,"  and  he's  too  fat  for  such  treat- 
ment.    Wei  don't  want  to  spoil  his  amiable  disposition. 

We  clip  the  following  from  Beta  Theta  Pi  for  January: 

"The  thought  occurs  that  as  the  Fraternity  editors  have 
found  it  profitable  to  meet  together  and  discuss  their  common 
problems  of  publication,  administration  and  policy,  that  it 
would  not  be  a  bad  idea  if  similar  meetings  of  an  informal 
nature  took  place  between  Fraternity  officers  having  charge 
of  distinct  phases  of  administration.  For  instance,  why  not 
have  a  meeting  of  the  general  treasurers  of  the  different 
Fraternities  to  discuss  matters  of  accounting,  methods  of 
raising  revenue,  the  best  way  to  disburse  funds,  the  collection 
of  funds  for  different  Fraternity  purposes  and  all  of  the 
different  things  which  every  Fraternity  treasurer  has  to  do, 
and  has  to  do  in  substantially  the  same  manner  no  matter 
by  what  combination  of  Greek  letters  his  organization  may 
by  called. 

"And  why  not  have  a  meeting  of  the  different  general 
secretaries  and  the  dift'erent  district  chiefs  with  or  without 
the  general  secretaries.  The  Greek  world  is  coming  closer 
together  and  its  members  are  losing  their  old-time  distrust 
of  each  other  in  the  broader  idea  that  the  success  of  the 
aims  which  they  have  in  common  is  more  important  to 
each  one  of  them  than  trivial  temporary  success  in  com- 
petition at  any  one  particular  institution.  The  Fraternities 
will  never  succeed  in  making  any  impression  upon  the  public 
interested  in  them  until  they  present  in  many  respects  a 
united  front  and  do  not  always  seem  to  consist  of  little 
groups  of  men  continually  at  war  with  each  other." 

This  is(  in  part  a  fine  suggestion. 

We  believe  that  such  conferences  would  be  a  great  benefit  to  the 
men  in  charge  of  various  departments  of  Greek  life.  But  the  expense 
made  necessary  by  such  conferences  would  exceed  their  value,  we 
fear,  if  they  were  held  separately.     What  is  needed,  we  believe,  is 
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a  conference  of  a  general  nature  with  executive  and  legislative  powers 
to  meet,  say  every  two  years.  At  such  a  conference  the  treasurers, 
for  example,  could  get  together  for  a  session  and  so  on  through  the 
various  departments  represented  until  the  conference  occupied  its 
largest  sphere  of  usefulness.  Such  a  conference,  under  a  proper 
constitution,  could  be  made  a  most  flexible  and  valuable  instrument 
in  Fraternitv  life.     INIav  its  birthdav  hasten  on! 


The  December  Delta  Upsilon  Quarterly  prints  an  address  delivered 
by  President  Faunce,  of  Brown,  before  the  National  Educational  As- 
sociation, upon  "The  Relations  of  Faculties  and  Fraternities." 

Dr.  Faunce  calls  attention  to  the  existence  of  thirty-five  different 
national  fraternities  (exclusive  of  sororities),  numbering  200,000 
men,  as  a  factor  not  to  be  ignored  by  any  faculty.  At  Michigan 
$500,000  is  invested  in  chapter  houses,  and  at  Columbia  nearly 
$1,000,000;  so  from  the  standpoint  of  manhood,  brains,  and  money, 
the  fraternity  is  a  powerful  organization. 

Dr.  P'aunce  asks  the  question,  "What  shall  be  the  attitude  of  the 
college  faculty  toward  these  new  powers?" 

He  calls  attention  to  four  possible  attitudes. 

First.  There  may  be  prohibition  and  suppression.  Dr.  Faunce 
says  rightly  that  such  an  attitude  is  a  mistake,  as  proven  by  the  his- 
tory of  cases. 

Second.  There  is  the  attempt  of  the  Faculty  to  close  its  eyes  and 
ignore  the  existence  of  fraternities.  Says  Dr.  Faunce,  "This  atti- 
tude is  no  longer  reasonable.  .  .  .  We  must  deal  in  some  way  with 
the  problems  presented — deal  frankly,  firmly,  and  persistently." 

Third.  There  is  the  attitude  "of  minute  and  drastic  legislation, 
amounting  to  faculty  direction  of  fraternity  action."  Says  Dr. 
Faunce,  "This  is  always  unwise  and  sure  to  create  new  difficulty." 

Fourth.  There  is  the  true  attitude  that  every  faculty  ought  to 
adopt,  "that  of  sympathetic  understanding,  constant  consultation  and 
endeavor  to  enlist  fraternity  support  in  the  best  movements  in  college 
life." 

W^ould  that  ever}'  college  faculty  could  see  as  President  Faunce 
sees ! !

A  man  was  found  dead  some  time  ago, 
and  in  his  coat  pocket  was  a  letter  saying  that  he  had  discovered  that 
he  was  his  own  grandfather,  hence  his  decision  to  kill  himself. 


Dr.  Stanley  Jordon,  a  celebrated  divine,  had  a  son  who  was  his 
father's  constant  source  of  trouble  and  worry.  The  young  man 
would  not  study.  His  father  finally  sent  him  to  Princeton,  hoping 
he  would  study  under  the  stimulus  of  a  great  university,  we  are 
told.  Before  young  Jordon  left  his  father  said,  "Son,  I  want  you 
to  wire  me  the  result  of  your  final  examinations."  "All  right, 
father,"  was  the  reply,  and  the  young  man  went  off  to  school.  One 
day  his  father  got  the  following  telegram:  "Hymn  532,  fifth  verse, 
last  line."  He  got  his  hymn  book  and  read  these  words,  "Sorrow 
vanquished,  labor  ended,  Jordon  passed."

The  Faculty  and  student  body  of  California  University  are 
looking  forward  to  the  formal  opening  of  the  new  Agricultural 
Building,  the  fifth  of  the  buildings  to  be  erected  as  part  of  the 
Greater  University,  under  the  Hearst  plans.  The  building  was 
formally  dedicated  last  Fall,  and  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  by  the 
opening  of  the  semester  in  August,  nineteen  hundred  and  twelve. 
The  Hearst  Memorial  Mining  Building,  the  finest  building  of  its 
type  in  the  United  States,  the  Doe  Library,  Calirornia  Hall,  and 
Boalt  Hall  of  Law,  are  the  four  now  in  active  use  by  the  student 
body.  The  Hearst  Memorial  Mining  Building,  from  east  to  west, 
measures  181  feet,  of  fire-proof  construction  throughout,  the  outer 
walls  being  constructed  of  brick  on  the  interior  and  Raymond  gran- 
ite from  the  Sierra  Nevadas  on  the  exterior.  The  building  includes 
four  working  floors,  the  principal  entrance  being  in  the  center  of 
the  south  facade,  and  the  interior  being  furnished  throughout  in 
buff  pressed  brick,  with  marble  pavements;  Boalt  Hall,  the  home  of 
the  Law  Department,  is  furnished  in  magnificent  style,  with  mahog- 
any and  solid  facings  in  marble.  The  panels  in  the  lecture  halls  are 
in  heavy  oak,  and  the  staircases  are  furnished  in  marble.

On  January  2d,  Dr.  George  H.  Denny,  president  of  Washington 
and  Lee  since  1901,  left  that  institution  to  accept  the  Presidency  of 
the  University  of  Alabama.  Under  his  able  direction,  Washington 
and  Lee  increased  from  200  students  in  1901  to  over  650  in  1911-12. 
We  predict  for  him  a  brilliant  career  at  the  University  of  Alabama. 
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Dr.  Henry  L.  Smith,  President  of  Davidson  College,  N.  C,  has  been 
elected  by  the  trustees  of  Washington  and  Lee  to  succeed  Dr.  Denny 
as  president  of  the  University. 


On  January  13th,  the  Phi  Alpha  Delta  Legal  Fraternity  installed 
the  Waller  R.  Staples  Chapter  at  Washington  and  Lee  University. 
This  makes  three  legal  Fraternities  in  the  Law  School  of  Washing- 
ton and  Lee,  the  others  being  Phi  Delta  Phi  and  Theta  Lambda  Phi, 
The  Law  School  has  an  enrollment  of  225  men  this  year. 


Dr.  John  C.  Caihouu,  nephew  of  tiie  famous  South  Carolina  orator 
and  statesman,  has  been  elected  to  fill  the  Chair  of  Modern  Lan- 
guages at  William  and  Mary.  He  succeeded  D^.  C.  E.  Bishop, 
who  is  now  at  the  University  of  West  Virginia.

By  a  recent  bill  of  the  State  Legislature  a  Chair  of  History  was 
permanently  established  at  Delaware  College.  The  object  of  the 
new  chair  will  be  to  produce  greater  interest  in  State  history. 


University  of  Georgia  has  purchased  a  $300  pushball  for  use 
during  the  Winter  months  to  keep  the  athletes  in  condition.  It  is 
six  feet  in  diameter,  its  cover  being  made  from  the  hide  of  six  cows. 
The  rubber  bladder  alone  cost  one  hundred  dollars. 


Conditional  gifts  of  $100,000  to  Washington  and  Jefferson  Col- 
lege, at  Washington,  Pa.,  toward  a  $500,000  fund,  and  $50,000  to 
the  Emory  and  Henry  College,  of  Emory,  Va.,  toward  a  $250,000 
fund,  were  voted  at  a  recent  meeting  of  the  General  Education  Board 
of   the    Rockefeller    Foundation. 


The  Theta  Nu  Epsilon  Society  is  planning  to  purchase  a  site  for 
a  club  house,  where  visiting  members  of  the  society  may  stop  when 
in  New  York.  At  a  recent  banquet  $19,000  was  raised  for  this 
purpose.
